4 KINKEAD’S CRUSHER. 


It Promises to be a Pulverizer oa a 
Big Scale. 

James H. Kinkead has been study- 
ing the quartz mill business ever since 
he has owned the Jones & Kinkead 
mine, and he has seen what every one 
sees at once, that there is an enormous 
waste of power by the old stanip mills. 


He has made models for a mill on an 
entirely new principle. The ore goes 
through an aperture in the side and 
falls inte an open space in the center 
of two round iron disks, one of which 
is stationery and the other revolving 
at a high rate of speed. The model is 
only a few inches in diameter, and 
will be very useful to assayers. One 
now under way will be about 18 
inches. The dies in the working ma- 
chine will be three feet across. The 
cavity in the center will be 20 inches 
across and 4 inches deep on each die, 
making 8 inches of room. It is 
armed with teeth, or rather with pro- 
jections, like the burr ef a mill-wheel, 
which antagonizes and breaks up the 
rock. The outer edges of the dies for 
8 inches are plain, and by friction re- 
duce the ore to an impalpable pow- 
der. The dies are set up perpendic- 
ularly, instead of horizontally, as is 
the case in flour mills. They will be 
ot white iron, each two inches thick. 
at the edge, and swelling at the center 
so as to accommodate the ore cavity 
between, In milling thev will be run 
until they are reduced to half an inch 
in thickness before being replaced. 
Thev will be speeded at about three 
hundred revolutions a mioute for 


DRY CRUSHING 


And for wet can be run faster. The 
cost will be about $500 and the ca- 
pacity fifteen tons a day. It looks 
like an effective way of reducing ore. 
In fact it is the principle of the flour 
mill applied to quartz. The changes 
necessary are, first, to use iron instead 
of stone burrs; to set them on edge 
instead of laying them flat, to leave a 
large cavity in the center with which 
to break large pieces, and to leave the 
spaces in contact smooth instead of 
rough. The new machine offers many 
advantages over the old. One is, it 
cannot choke from being fed too fast. 
As fast as there is room it will be all 
right to pile in ore, so it will bea 
self-feeder. It is a dry crusher as 
well ss a wet one. There is no power 
wasted. Five horse power will} 
ruo it, and it will not hammer 
away on nothing if the ore happens to 
drop one side of a certain spot. There 
will be no dust, as an air-tight case 
with a small outlet at the bottom will 
cover it. It can be regulated for any 
ore, as the disks can be closed up or 
separated by aset-screw. It will not 
heat, or if it does a water-cock can be 
added. A stream of cold ore will be 
going through all the time, and that 
will help to keep it cool. It looks 
as if it would be a very successtul way 
of working.

“GIVE THE DEVIL SIS DUE.” 


There are Many Worse Men in the 
Wortd than James T. Slack, 


James T. Slack, the man who was 
shot and killed at Lundy, Mono 
county, a few days ago, by Michael 
Egan, was not a really bad man. Now 
that he is dead the jackalls are snap- 


ping at the corpse. He was a man of 
the tenderest sympathies; his friend- 
ship was warm and lasting, and he 
would cling to a friend “through thick 
and thin.” His courage no one could 
doubt; nor was it simply brute cour- 
age. Many acts of his life, known to 
the writer of this, prove that he would 
coolly face a danger that many men 
would avoid. Fer instance: One 
day last Summer he plunged into 
Lundy lake, where a boat had upset, 
aod rescued 8 persons from drowning, 
remaining in the ice-cold water until 
he was chilled with a cold from which 
he never recovered. No man who 
knew him will deny that he was gen- 
erous and warm-hearted. ~ He killed 
ohnny Clark, but there are two 
sides to that affair, and it is extremely 
ropable that Slack himself would 
ave been killed at that time had net 
fortune aided him. He was not 
naturally quarrelsome, though he 
never shirked a responsibility. In 
1862-3 he was a newsboy with the 
Army of the Potomac, and he had evi- 
dence to show that he penetrated the 
rebel lines and entered Richmond 
several times, obtaining impor- 
tant information which he _person- 
ally conveyed to President Lincoln, re- 
ceiving therefor*the thanks of that 
noble man, besides substantial reward. 
Though lacking educ;tion, he was 
very intelligent and Well read. His 
character was made up of conflicting 
elements, but meanness was not one 
of them; the latch-string of his cabin 
was always on the outside, and many 
a hungry and tired prospector has 
thanked Jim Slack for a square meal, 
and blankets to sleep in. Early asso- 
ciations. mouided his life, which was 
assed among the news gamins of 
New York avd the mining camps of 
the West, to which he came in 1866. 
He perhaps had many faults; but they 
were of the head—not of the heart, 
and the reputation he acquired of be- 
ing a rough was merely accidental. 


REFUSED TO BE ARRESTED.

The Bank of England. 

Some idea of the greatness of the 
work done in the Bank of England 
may be formed from the fact that 
there are no less than 236,500 accounts 
open io public funds; that the number 
of bank notes issued during last year 
was 15,250,000, representing a sum of

operation i¢ kept, so that any note 
paid into the bank during the last five 
years can be produced within a min- 
ute, with information as to the channel 
through which it had found its way 
back to the bank, and this notwith- 
standing that the register represented 
78,000,000 of notés stowed away in 
14,500 boxes,”
